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BROOKLYN WILL HAVE A NEW 
THEATRE TO COST $175,000 


Moving Pictures Drawing well in Brooklyn 


-Many Thrown out of Employment by Closing of Vaudeville 
Playhouse—Other Theatres All Prosperous—Trained Dogs 
from Abroad Among Most Intelligent on the Stage. 


- HE first Brooklyn playhouse to close in 
the strenuous vaudeville war now being 
earried on in this borough is the Shu- 
bert Theatre, which closed last week 
after a brief career of three weeks 

as the home of this class of entertainment. 

Thereafter the playhouse will probably remain 

closed for several weeks when, according to 

present plans, it will be reopened by S. Lubin, 
who is expected to offer a program made up of 

‘moving pictures, illustrated songs and similar 

-diversions. . 

All of the attaches of the Shubert Theatre are 
thrown out of employment by the unexpected 
closing of the playhouse. Manager Lew Parker, 


however, will remain with the Shubert and 
Klaw & Erlanger interests. The failure is in 
no sense attributed to him, and he will un- 


doubtedly secure a good berth elsewhere in one 
‘of the Shubert or Klaw & Erlanger theatres. 
Lew Parker has been the manager of the Shu- 
bert Theatre sinee it has been known by this 
name, and prior to this was the manager of the 
Grand Opera House and in other ways has been 
prominently identified with Brooklyn theatricals 
for many years. The object in opening the the- 
ater as the home of vaudeville entertainment 
Was undoubtedly to’ enlarge the Shubert and 
Klaw & Erlanger circuit of variety theatres 
and thus give employment to a larger number 
of performers. The loss, however, has made 
the dropping of this plan advisable.

The building is to 
cost $175,000.

A terrific storm played havoc at Des Moines, 
lowa, a fortnight past, causing considerable 
damage to the beautiful Ingersoll Park, which 
is under the able management of Fred Buch- 
anan, proprietor and manager of the Yankee 
Robinson Shows and the big new vaudeville 
house at les Moines.

hurricane, electric light globes were broken 
into vits and trees were thrown across the car 
tracks which run alongside the park. The beau- 
tiful band-stand, which was erected the first 
part of the season at a cost of $1,500, was 
broken into bits, and Mercury, the bronze 
statue which stood on top of the structure, was 
bent double. The awnings at the entrance to 
the park were blown over a hundred feet, and 
the electric poles snapped in two like twigs. 
Seats were blown all over the park and the 
beautiful flower’ beds were totally ruined: All 
of the many thousands of electric light globes 
were broken and the little playground was left 
in utter darkness. The circle swing was bent 
and two of the cars were thrown from the hill. 
The windows in the residence of Manager Fred 
Buchanan were nearly all broken by the hail. 
The scenery in the theatre was soaked by the 
rain running through the, roof and much of it 
was torn to shreds. Miss Verda, a member 
ef the Crickets act, was the only person in the 
theatre at the time and after the storm she 
was found unconscious in her dressing room. 

All iae steel bill boards surrounding the park 
were torn down and scattered for a great dis- 
tance. The loss will reach many thousands. 
Speeial park officer Glascow was struck by flying 
debris, cut and bruised; not seriously. The 
writer's wife and mother were on a_ street 
ear all during the storm, but luckily escaped 
injury.

Widow. On the one hand we have 

clever theatrical work, coupled with 

a sordid story and objectionable characters. On 
the other, we have a play which is pure in 
plot and sentiment, and one, moreover, in 
which we feel, lacking though It is in many 
conventional stage devices, that its personages 
are drawn from life. Mrs. Francis Blundell (M. 
E. Francis) is as much at home in Dorsetshire 
as she is in Lancashire, and her characters are 
as racy of the soil as need be. They have the 
breath of life, and they are all the more ac- 
ceptable in the present instance because their 
simplicity and innocence are particularly wel- 
come on the stage at a period which is by no 
means surfeited with such charming qualities. 
Fiander’s Widow has been known to novel 
readers since 1901, and it is easy to understand 
why it has taken so long for the work to come 
before the play-going public. Its very sim- 
plicity, its rural nature, its dependence on 
character drawing rather than plot or theatrical 
situations, would frighten the majority of the- 
atrical managers. But Mr. Sydney Valentine, 
who is largely responsible for the stage adap 
tations, is to be congratulated on the 
result of his courage. He is also an ex- 
cellent actor of sound experience. In the char- 
acter of Isaac Sharpe he has a part which must 
be after his own heart. At any rate, he im- 
personates it as to the manor born, and his 
interpretation of this splendid type of honest 
countryman will advance him greatly in the 
estimation of all judges of virile, sterling act- 
ing, and in the esteem of all lovers o* comedy, 


and they will be many, who witness this en- 
tertaining, this pure and pleasant play. 
The comedy follows the book very closely. 


As all the admirers of Mrs. Biundell's work are 
aware, the story is another version of the oid, 
old one of May and December-—with a differ- 
ence. Fortunately, the young and prepossers- 
ing widow is not yet married to the oid man 
of whom she had thought as helpmate; and, 
still more fortunately, old Isaac Sharpe di- 
vines the true state of the case when Prince 
Charming—in the person of the nephew—re- 
turns from America and awakens the rustic 
beauty to love and the knowledge of life. Nay. 
more, he helps in the realization of love’s young 
dream, and finds his own happiness in securing 
that of the young couple, whose fortunes are 
so dear to him. The story as seen on the stage 
is full of quiet humor, and it is not without a 
touch here and there of genuine pathos. The 
play is not free from fault, but its defects are 
merely technical, and they can be removed by 
a little skillful manipulation. 

Mr. Sydney Valentine, the adaptor and chief 


player, would be well advised if he were to 
excise a considerable amount of dialogue 
and otherwise compress the comedy. As repre- 


sented last night, it was much too long. Next 
to Mr. Valentine comes Miss Miriam Clements, 
whose rendering of the youthful widow is cer- 
tainly a happy one. Miss Clements, like the 
play, depends for success on nature rather than 
art. An actress of greater experience, of more 
technique, might do more with some of the 
scenes as far as theatrical effect is concerned, 
but the general effect created by Miss Clements 
is distinctly sympathetic and invariably pleas- 
ant. Mrs. Charles Calvert as the garrulous 
charwoman, contributes a character sketch of 
much value, and the male rustics are excellently 
portrayed.

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Ober- 
heide. Mr. Pratt was chosen temporary chair- 
— and Mr. Oberhelde temporary secretary, 

proceeded to state the objects of the meet- 
oy in the following terms: 


“It is with no little satisfaction that I have 
tue bonor of welcoming you in a convention 
called to consider the plan and scope of action 
which will best contribute to the well being 
of those of us who are interested in outdoor 
‘musement enterprises. 

“We have here officiala, managers and indi- 
vidual owners of various parks, located in every 
section of the country. We have assembled in a 
somewhat informal way. This large attendance 


best indicates the sentiment lying back of the 
movement as a stimulant to your attendance. 

“No time better than the present may be se- 
lected to detail specifically the objects of this 
meeting, preliminary to organization. For con- 
venience, I will classify these objects: 

**First—The most important consideration is 
the securing of bands, vaudeville acts and other 
attractions. The primary idea is that a central 
bureau of information be established where at- 
tractions may be booked and from which names 
of players and the character of their acts may 
be sent, by circular or by a technical magazine. 
to all members of the Association. It is not 
the plan that the Association shall control per- 
formers. but rather assist them in securing 
dates and in other ways prove materially helpful 
to employers and employed. 

*‘Second—The consideration of the best meth 
od of advertising, whether in the newspaper. 
press or by posters. As pursued at the present 
time, the highly important subject of advertis 
ing is conducted in an unscientific and conse- 
quently, costly manner, frequently failing to 
secure the good ends desired. 

‘“*Third—The study of the relation that an 
amusement park should bear toward the munici- 
pality, rural or urban, in which it is located. 
It must not be forgotten that a park is open 
abeut four months In a season, usually from the 
first of June to the last of September, while 
during the remainder of the year the grounds 
are idle. However, during the entire year the 
parks are under the control of the local mag- 
istrates and constabulary, and are usually with- 
in the limits of fire protection and water supply. 
Sanitation. particularly in the matter of surface 
drainage and disposal of waste, is another phase 
of ...8 problem. 

‘“Fourth—The study of proper adornment of 
parks. such as the selection of trees and plants 
best fitted to soils, is an important considera- 
tion. 

“Fifth—The question of the establishment of 
an empioyment bureau, conducted upon the best 
continental methods suited to our American 
type of life, ix to be highly recommended. Such 
a bureau would be of the greatest benefit when 
we all recognize how dificult it is to secure 
go~l men for a short, but highly energetic sea- 
son of personal activity. 

“Mixth—The matter of transportation by 
steam. electric and wagon roads, as well as by 
steamboats, is of prime importance, as are 


methods of landing passengers, moving crowds 
that congest at the gates and the collection of 
tickets. In this connection the use and abuse 
of the pass system could be well made a sub- 
ject for inquiry. Attention should be paid to 
the subject of employment of special officers 
charged with constabulary powers, the right to 
make arrests and the effect of summary hearings 
before justices of the peace and other magis- 
trates. 

‘“Seventh—The pressing need of giving close 
attention to public comfort and safety, notably 
in the erection in each park of a woman’s build- 
ing, where women and children may be cared 


for, and where, if necessary, a trained nurse 
may be provided. (The idea of a woman's 
building was one that materially contributed 


to the success of the Fenton White City, and 
was not only highly appreciated but proved a 
splendid advertisement.) 

Eighth—‘*The dissemination of the idea that 
the parks must have the highest standards of 
respectability. The asociation should endeavor 
to eliminate vulgarity from all shows and from 
every act, and suppress, promptly, without 
fear or favor, all phases of disorder. The 
rowdy has no place in a park and until he is 
eliminated, will prove a constant source of dan- 
ger. 


“It will be seen in the discussion of these 
propositions that this Asociation is not in any 
sense a trust, as the term is popularly used, 
and having for its object the financial control 
of parks, of performers, or of methods of trans- 
portation. To the contrary, this A-sociation is 
one not for pecuniary profit. It is to be con- 
sidered an ‘Exchange’ for ideas, and a means 
of promulgating such ideas as will benefit the 
Management, the employed and the patrons. 
The need for such an organization is best proved 
by your hearty response to invitation and by 
your presence. Having outlined some of the 
objects of the Association, I trust that a free 
and full discussion will follow so that we may 
all be benefitted by the interchange of thought, 
by which means we can effect a permanent or- 
ganization."’ 

After some discussion, the proposition as out- 
lined by Mr. Oberheide, was approved, and a 
permanent organization was effected to carry out 
the suggestions made. These officers were elect-

ay several suggestions it was decided to 
eall the new organization the National Amuse- 
ment Park Association. 

Messrs. F. C. Schanberger, Secretary Ober- 
heide and A. J. Pizzini were appointed to draft 
a constitution and by-laws to be submitted to 
the members for consideration at the next meet- 
ing 

An initiation fee of $50, and an annual due of 
$25, was determined upon, and it was resolved 
that only individuals, firms or corporations 
operating parks or amusement resorts, either 
as owners or lessees thereof, be eligible to mem- 
bership in this Asociation. 

It was further decided that any individual 
person, firm or corporation controlliag, by own- 
ership or lease, an amusement place such as 
heretofore indicated, shall be admitted to mem- 
bership, with the understanding that in the 
event of such individual, firm or corporation 
operating, by reason of ownership or lease, 
more than one park in any city or in the 
territory immediately adjacent thereto, they 
shall be entitled to membership in the name 
of said individual, firm or corporation and 
not be obliged to pay membership fees for more 
than one of the respective amusement depart- 
ments which it may operate by reason of 
owning or leasing thereof in such city or coun- 
try immediately adjacent thereto. 

Len B. Sloss, M. J. Fitzsimmons, C. H. 
Oberheide and J. J. Weaver were appointed as 
a membership committee by President Pratt. 

At the conclusion of the meeting of Friday it 
was decided to meet again in New York at a 
place to be selected by the president and sec- 
retary on November 14. 

The park men present at this preliminary 
meeting were very enthusiastic over the pros- 
pects of the association. The general opinion 
was that if nothing more than a reformation 
of the present booking methods was effected 
they would be paid for their time and trou- 
ble. But there are many other reforms to be 
effected of which they have great hopes.

tennial should now bite the dust, apologize to 
Mr. Barr and beg him to continue his business-

I have known of cases where guests at hotels, 
who had come here to see the exposition, have 
been advised not to waste their time by going 
out there. 

Long ago, printers, billposters and others, cut 
off all credit to the exposition, although they 
could well afford to take chances in view of 
the large amount of business secured by them 
at high rates throngh it—and promptly paid 
for. When it is considered that a project of 
this magnitude is for a small city of 138,000 
white people and as many blacks, a tremendous 
advertisement, it seems perfectly comprehen 
sible that business men would throw aside any 
petty prejudices and follow the example of the 
local newspapers, which have supported the 
institution with an unselfish loyalty worthy of 


emulation, although they have been sufferers 
in a financial way. Sut they have failed to 
do so.

He quoted a 
section of the amended by-laws of the company 
to prove his absolute power in all matters of 
management, and then cited instances where 
the President of the company had entirely 
ignored his mandates relating to the depart- 
ment of ceremonies. 

Director General Barr's resignation it is 
hoped will not be accepted. It would be a 
calamity which many believe could end in only 
one way—a receivership.

ORCHID COMPANY IN WRECK. 


Running at the rate of forty miles an hour, 
special passenger train from Cleveland, 0O., 
carrying one hundred members of The Orchid 
Opera Company, scheduled to appear at the 
Lyric Theatre, Cincinnati, Sunday evening, Sep- 
tember 29, crashed into the rear of a Baltimore 
-& Ohio freight train Sunday morning, just north 

Union Stock Yards and south of the 
Ludlow avenue crossing over the B. & O. 
tracks, near Cincinnati. 

Half a dozen of The Orchid Company, with 
Eddie Foy in the leading role, were injured in 
the wreck. Alexander Spencer, the leader of 
the orchestra, was engaged in making his toilet 
when the crash came, and the impact sent his 
‘head against a plate glass mirror, rendering 
him unconscious. For a while it was thought 
his skull had been fractured, but he came 
around all right, and his only injury was a 
severe scalp wound. He gamely conducted the 
orchestra at the first performance. Eddie Foy 
was sound asleep when the accident occurred. 
‘Those who looked into Foy’s berth to see if 
he was hurt, heard snores, and were dumb- 
founded to find that he was fast asleep and 
had not been aroused by the chash. R. L. McAn- 
drews, who plays Gendarme, was badly cut about 
the limbs and was unable to appear in the cast 
at the initial performance. Miss Flavia Arcaro, 


Countess Anstruther of the play, was talking 
to McAndrew. Neither were injured by the 
wreck, except being bruised when they were 
thrown to the floor. Thinking the train would 
eatch fire, McAndrew lifted Miss Arcaro, and 
tried to carry her from the car. He tripped and 
fell upon a large piece of glass, with the result 
that both he and the actress were cut. Mrs. 
Lewis, wardrobe mistress, sprained her right 
ankle; Blanche West is nursing a _ sprained 
wrist. and Ada Gordon, the little Covington 
girl, who is well-known in this city by her good 
work in The Blue Moon, was cut and bruised. 
La Petite Adelaide, toe dancer, was thrown 
from hey berth in the first sleeper to the floor 
with great violence. It was feared that her 
ankles, which are her fortune, and are insured, 
were crippled, but after a time she was able 
to walk and, save for a slight lameness, went 
through her specialty in a manner that elicited 
applause.

SAYS HE WAS MISQUOTED. 


Harlem Opera House, Sept. 22, 1907. 
To the Editor of The Billboard. 

Dear Sir:—In the intervie wwith me which 
appeared in your issue of Sept. 14, 1 was sad- 
ly misquoted in several instances. In cense- 
quence I have been placed in a very embarras 
sing position. I will ask you, therefore, to 
kindly make the following corrections. 

First. The definition which I quoted of a 
melodrama was *‘A drama with a romantic story 
or plot and startling situations and incidents” 
not ‘ta kind or drama having a musical ac- 
companiment to intensify the effect of certain 
scenes.”’ 

Second. I referred to The Girl From the 
Golden West, The Squaw Man, Salomy Jane, 
etc., aS strong examples of the above definition, 
and as models of what successful plays must 
be composed of, namely buman charecters nat- 
urally placed, and each one given its full value. 

The deserved success of these plays and the 
dire failures of so many others which have been 
constructed along opposite lines, would seem 
to prove the correctness of my contention. You 
will notice, this is exactly opposite to what I 
am quoted as saying. 

Third. Being a decided blonde, I am greatly 
puzzled to understand how it would be possi- 
ble for me to make up as the Indian in The 
Cowboy and the Lady without using grease 
paint or other coloring matter, but simply ‘‘with 
the aid of the towel.’ What I said was that 
I did not use putty to make prominent features, 
but produced the effect by means of high 
lights. These I obtained, after the coloring 
had been put on, by the careful and judicious 
use of a towel upon the features to be accent- 
uated (such as the cheek-bones, nose, ete.) thus 
allowing the lighter skin beneath to show 
through. By so doing the harmony of the fea- 
tures is not disturbed, making possible greater 
facial expression.

K. & E. ADVANCED VAUDEVILLE. 


Last week's bill at the New York Theatre 
was generally conceded to be the best enter- 
tainment in town. It opened snappy with Al- 
bert Newhold and Annie Carrol in a parallel 
bar performance that was altogether new in 
style and was the first appearance of these 
artists in this country.

Lucile Mur- 
ger was as active as ever, but greatly at a 
disadvantage through her inability to speak or 
sing except in French. 

As a comedy juggler W. C. Fields is quite 
as interesting as any in his line. His per- 
formance kept the andience in a _ continual 
chuckle. 

Vesta Victoria was the big noise. She gave 
a number of new songs which delighted the 
audience, but they would not let her go until 
she had sung Poor John. Her reception was 
an ovation such as is seldom accorded to any 
artist. She has a way of putting the audience 
in a tuneful mood and before she had finished 
with a song most of her hearers wanted to 
help her out and many do succeed in joining 
in the chorus. Miss Victoria’s distinct hit 
was the song ‘Will You Say Goo Goo,’ and 
when she asked any one who would like to kiss 
her to say ‘“‘Goo Goo’’ she got a yell out of 
the audience that almost raised the roof. She 
is on the bill this week.

‘One Night Stands 
XY 


The Western play is the vogue. Half the 
new productions have a Western air. The 
Round Up is one of the most flashy plays of 
the west and the big scene outdoes The Bat 
tle of Su:loh as put on by home talent organi 
zations for the benefit of the G. A. R. Mace 
lyn Arbuckle plays the sheriff and rolls a 
cigarette with his left hand. The Spoilers, 
which is by far the most pretentious produc- 
tion to which the name of Blaney has ever 
been attached, resembles Western plays al- 
though located in the far North. This is not 
exactly a new production, but as it has been 
seen in only a few cities, many people are un- 
familiar with it. Its theme is high finance in 
a new form. 

The Siver Girl, Edward Peple’s latest West- 
ern play, had its first production last week at 
Baltimore, and promises to measure up to the 
New York standard. It will require a great 
many changes to make it a big hit, but doubt- 
less its producers realize this. The idea is 
not exactly new. A wife is tempted to elope 
with a man of the world; rubs up against 
danger and escapes. There is little gun play. 
One shot is fired in a duel scene, but the hus- 
band, who had meant to let his opponent kill 
him, escapes from the poor marksmanship of 
the latter 

Richard Carle is almost ai great author. 
There is one-fifth of his surname which is un- 
necessary. Eighty per cent. of The Hurdy- 
jurdy Girl is good. The other fifth has prob- 
ably been eliminated by the time “this is print- 
ed. 

Under Suspicion is a new Western § drama 
which promises much. It is by Ramsay Mor 
ris, who wrote that great money getter, Ninety 
and Nine. The title of his new play is very 
bad. Under Suspicion, suggests everything but 
the really high-class play Morris has written. 

Bickel and Watson have proven that real 
talent can not be hidden under a bushel. When 
they were in burlesque they made a great hit 
with about the same material which served 
them in dollar houses, and which is serving 
them this season in the dollar and one-half 
houses. The Follies of 1907 has been built to 
give them an opportunity, and the business the 
show did in Washington and Baltimore proves 
that the patrons of the first-class houses want 
some good comedy. For many years it has been 
felt that nearly anything would serve the ‘‘best 
class’’ and this initial move towards giving 
the first-class houses offerings which have made 
good with audiences of another grade of thea- 
tres is a wise one. There are many more com- 
edians of the Bickel and Watson kind which 
only need a Columbus to discover them. 

Al. H. Wilson is at last to get recognition 
he has so long deserved, and be given time in 
the first-class houses. Wilson has long played 
the best houses in the south at top prices but 
for some reason the booking agencies have over- 
looked him in filling the best time in the North. 
Wilson has not suffered from this in a financial 
way and is said to be one of the best paying 
stars in the one-nighters. As soon as he gets 
a new play he will be seen on the $1.50 circuit. 
This may be later in the season; possibly not 
until next fall. 

Have you seen The Girl Behind the Counter? 
Lotta Faust’s appearance in the second act 
proves that she don’t put all her coin on her 
back. It is a great show. 

A great many people think that a Blaney 
audience does not appreciate anything but gun 
play and daring rescues. It would be con- 
cluded from what has been written of these 
audiences that the villain and the heavy woman 
would be hissed on curtain calls, no matter 
how clever players they might be. Not so. 
By a sudden switch in bookings, The Spoilers 
was sent to the Blaney house in Baltimore last 
week, and when at the end of the third act, 
the villain appeared, he was given hearty ap- 
plause, for the audience realized that he was 
a splendid actor. Nina Morris, who has the 
heavy role, got even a greater reception. She 
has scored the success of her career. The char- 
acter is not all bad, and Miss Morris is all to 
the good. 

Fiske O'Hara has a new play which is by far 
the best vehicle he has ever had. He is sur- 
rounded by a capable company. There is the 
making of a first-class star in this find at 
Blaney’s. 

Frank Deshon, who has long been a musical 
comedy favorite in the one-night stands, is be- 
ing seen in a revival of Miss Bob White. The 
comedy role he portrays is not the star part 
but he makes it stand out so much that his 
managers have at length let the public have 
its own way, and the little comedian is prac 
tically starred.

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A CIRCUS LICENSE CONTRO- 
VERSY 


Ed. Dambruch, the fixer for Bonheur Bros.’ 
Golden Mascot Show, succeeded in getting Mayor 
McConnell, of Durango, Col., to reduce the H- 
cense fee of $50 for tent shows to $25. When 
the show arrived in Durango, Mayor McConnell 
went to Amos G, Bonheur and collected $25 
giving him his personal receipt for the money 
paid. 

Nearly two thousand people assembled in front 
of the tents before the band returned to the 
show grounds, and while they were clamoring 
for tickets the city marshal, one McCartney, 
stepped up and arrested Amos Bonheur, at the 
same time pushing the money drawer of the 
ticket stand shut. Mr. Bonheur told the mar- 
shal he would not resist arrest but that he 
must keep his hands off the ticket box. ‘‘That 
is my personal property and the way I make 
my livelihood. If you want to take me I'll 
go with you without resistance, but it’s with 
the understanding that I have paid the li- 
cense.”’ 

McCartney took him by the arm and forced 
him to step off the box. Amos Bonheur 
had just got up from a long illness, being con- 
valescent from typhoid fever, and was in a 
very weak condition. His brother, J. R. Bon- 
heur, had left him in charge of the front door 
while he went to Silverton to bill the show 
for a day left out by Dambruch. As soon as 
McCartney took Amos Bonheur from the ticket- 
stand Howard Bonheur immediately took his 
place, and Mrs. Pearl Bonheur stood ready to 
fill the place in case Howard was arrested. 

Mayor McConnell exclaimed: ‘‘Better not ar- 
rest that man. He has paid the license, and 
if you interfere with his business you are go- 
ing to get into trouble.’’ 

The marshal attempted to prevent Howard 
Bonheur from continuing the sale of tickets, 
demanding that $50 should be paid before fur- 
ther sale of tickets be permitted. Howard 
kept right on selling, remarking: ‘I’m busy, 
= and talk to me when I’m not in such a 
rush.’’ 

The people loudly clamored for admission to 
the tent and denounced the action of the 
marshal in no mild terms. At length Amos 
Bonheur told the marshal he would go with 
him and look over the ordinance and pay the 
$50 on protest providing the people were al- 
lowed to purchase tickets and enter the tent. 
This was agreed to. 

When called upon (next day) Mayor Mc- 
Connell said: ‘‘While the ordinance calls for a 
license fee of $50 a day for tent shows, it has 
been the custom to make a reduction. For the 
Nye Show the charge was $10 a day and for 
the other two tent shows this season $25 has 
been charged. When Dambruch, the advance 
agent, called on me the first of the week I 
had just returned from a trip and was very 
busy with my mail and other business. He 
stated the nature of the Bonheur Bros.’ Show 
and said he had paid but $10 to $25 for places 
like Pueblo and thought $10 enough for Durango. 
but rather than bother further about it, he 
would pay the $25. I told him I was very 
busy and he would have to hunt up the mem- 
bers of the council and get their consent, He 
returned saying he could not find them, the 
councilmen having gone to Silverton to cele- 
brate Labor Day. He said he would go to 
Silverton that afternoon, and, therefore, could 
not attend the council meeting that night.’’ 
“IT then took the responsibiliy on myself and 
told him I would see that the permit was 
given for $25 and spoke concerning it to mem- 
bers of the council, as I happened to meet 
them. It was apparently all right with them 
and I thought no more about it. However, some 
of the aldermen, learning what I had done, 
told the marshal to collect the fuli fee of 


“I was on the grounds last evening, and 
Amos Bonheur told me the clerk had not is- 
sued the license and I then wrote him a re- 
ceipt and took the money.’’ 

“About that time the marshal came up and 
demanded the $50 fee. I told him I had col- 
lected $25 and given a receipt for it. The mar- 
shal insisted on the full fee and took Mr. 
Bonheur downtown where he paid the $50. 

“I have made a demand for the marshal’s 
star and will put the matter up to the coun- 
cil and will fight it out if it costs the city 
of Durango $100,000. As long as I am mayor 
I am going to see that my orders are enforced 
or know the reason why.’’ 

Marshal McCartney refused to make a state- 
ment of his side of the controversy. However, 
he still wears his star. 

Here is the Durango Democrat’s version of 
the ordinance regarding tent shows: 

First—The Mayor can not annul an ordinance 

Second—Custom should have taken precedence 
without friction between officials. 

Third—Edneational shows, trained 
should be given without license. 

Fourth—The Mayor, according to the ordi- 
nance, has erred if the ordinance is correctly 
interpreted. : 

Fifth—If so he exercised ripe judgment and 
only followed a pro-rata precedent. What have 
other shows paid per night? 

The editor of the Durago Democrat publishes 
its opinion that trained animal shows should 
not be charged license, remarking that although 
it may be a tent show it is not a circus: no 
barkers, no side-shows, no shell games. It is 
the duty of municipal officers to enforce the 
ordinances without friction or quarreling. If 
the mayor fails to find a quorum, then pre- 
cedent should be considered. 

The Democrat declares it will stand by Mayor 
McConnell as he exercised good judgment to the 
extent of allowing shows embracing trained ani- 
mals as a cardinal feature to exhibit free. 

After a meeting of the board of aldermen it 
will be decided which of the two license fees 
collected shall be refunded to the showmen.

BARNUM & BAILEY NOTES. 


It is definitely announced that the Barnum 
& Bailey Circus will close the season at Dyers- 
burg, Tenn., Thursday, Oct. 17. The run home 
to Bridgeport, Conn., will be via the Illinois 
Central to Mattoon, thence by way of the Big 
Four, to Cleveland, Lake Shore to Buffalo, and 
New York Central Railroad (via Albany, N. Y.) 
and New York, New Haven and Hartford 
to Bridgeport. All of these lines except the 
New Haven are part of the Central system, 
so that there will be no delay in the movements 
of the show. It was originally intended to 
make Cairo on Oct. 18 and close at Carmi, II1., 
on the 19th, but this plan was abandoned ow- 
ing to the unsatisfactory condition of the lot 
in Cairo. The prospect of closing at Carmi, 
however, gave E. P. Tice, boss billposter on ad- 
vertising car number one, an inspiration, and 
the folowing humorously clever jingle was the 
result: 

I've traveled near, I’ve traveled far 

On a circus advertising car; 

Been in ’Frisco and Montreal, 

Baltimore, Denver—made them all, 

But I'll give you a dead straight tip, my boy, 
I’ve never made Carmi, Illinois. 


I’ve been in Memphis and Boston, too, 
Detroit, Seattle, San Berdoo, 
Cincinnati and Buffalo, 

Philadelphia, old and sloy, 

Down to Vicksburg, and up to Troy, 
But I never made Carmi, Illinois. 


Now, Carmi has never gained great renown, 
In fact, it’s a modest sort of a town; 
Two or three thousand—something like that; 
It’s hard work to find it upon the map;

IS HE THE OLDEST? 


Stanley, Wis., Sept. 25, 1907. 
Editor Billboard. 

Dear Sir:—I have no desire to revive a sub- 
ject which has been quite dead for several 
months, but merely wish to state something 
that was left out by the able writer who sought 
to prove who was the oldest press agent, oldest 
manager, oldest showman, etc. 

At the Oliver Theatre, Lincoln, Neb., every 
evening about 7 p. m., a tall, robust white- 
haired old gentleman walks into the business 
office, usually smoking a black cigar and carry- 
ing a large, gold-headed cane. 

He stands around for a few minutes talking 
pleasantly with the ushers, door-keepers and 
ticket sellers, and then takes a heavy iron 
ticket box and climbs four flights of stairs to 
the gallery door, and there takes tickets until 
the crowd is in, never missing one. 

He then usually stands behind the last row 
of seats and watches the show until it is out. 

This is Col. J. D. Russell, known to a few 
of the old-time cireus men as Old Ric Russell 
and on March 1, 1907, was 93 years old. 

At the outbreak of the civil war he was a 
bare-back rider with the John Robinson Show. 
His application for enlistment was rejected 
because he was considered too old to become a 
soldier, but a year or so later he enlisted 
again and was accepted and served until the 
close. He was wounded three times. 

Mr. Russell is hale and hearty, and says he 
will live to be at least a hundred years old and 
he looks as though he would. He is as spry 
as a man of sixty, and except a slight deaf- 
ness, he says, he feels as good as when he 
was fifty. 

Mr. Frank Zehrung, manager of the Oliver 
Theatre, Lincoln, Neb., will verify this state- 
ment.

The afternoon business at Seymour was great. 
After the matinee it rained. Governor Robius«n 
started the night performance at ten minutes 
of seven. There is method in being speedy. 
The Governor knows the ways of the circus route 
and knows them well when it storms. 

At Mitchell, Ind., Tuesday, Sept. 10, it was 
raining when we arrived. For a time it looked 
as if we would not unload. Finally a tight 
squeeze lot was secured; then it cleared up, 
and we gave an afternoon show to fine business. 

The weather at Loogootee, Wednesday, Sept. 
11, was grand and the business was so good 
that two performances were given. 

Thursday, Sept. 12, found us at Washington, 
Ind., and I found there Billy Dale, manager of 
advertising car No. 2, laid up with three broken 
ribs and internal injuries. A B. & O. freight 
train tried to reduce his car to toothpicks at 
Ravenswood, W. Va. He is out of danger now, 
but will not be able to work any more this 
season, While I was in Washington a fine- 
looking chap called on Billy five times. I think 
pretty well of Billy, and I got jealous. Gee, 
but I felt mean when I learned the truth. The 
guy was the B. & O. claim agent. I really 
don’t blame him for calling. Do you? Claim 
agents, like preachers, know their business along 
the calling line. 

The weather was delightful at Washington 
and two packed houses greeted the ‘‘Ten Big.’’ 

John Sanford appeared here as B. & O. S. W. 
train master for the Washington-St. Louis di- 
vision. He was promoted from train dispatcher 
at Chillicothe, Ohio. Managing the run of our 
circus from Washington to Fairfield, Ill, was 
his first official duty. Say, the distance was 
ninety-five miles. The first section made it in 
four hours and ten minutes, and the second 
in exactly four hours. Who said our cars were 
about to fall to pieces? Such reports are slan- 
derous. 


We had fine weather at Fairfield and business 
was good. The night house was not as big as 
the afternoon. Miss Pauline Matthews, of this 
place, signed to play the leads in Harry Green's 
Eli and Jane company, which opens at Camden, 
Ohio, Oct. 22. She is a clever actress and in 
specialty work, imitating great actresses, is in 
a class by herself. 

Flora, Ill., was the Saturday, Sept. 14, stead. 
Good weather and good business. George Fisner 
got word that he would soon own about o)l of 
Chanute, Kansas. He holds deeds for the town, 
but the people out there have not seon them for 
so long a time that even his own lawyer is 
puzzled for the time being. This doesn’t feaze 
Fisher. I believe if ever two trains pass suc- 
cessfully on the same track this same Fisher 
will direct the movement. Everybody takes him 
for King Solomon. He don’t know it, and for 
goodness sake don’t tell him. 

The show went to Nashville, Ill., for Sunday 
and Monday, Sept. 15 and 16. The John Robin- 
son Circus Base Ball Club, with Harry Lampkin 
in command, went to Hoopston. They met there 
on the diamond Sunday afternoon the Forepaugh- 
Sells Brothers’ crack nine that for years held 
the international championship. Eleven innings 
were played, four umpires or less were required, 
and Patterson’s elephants were employed to keep 
bak the crowd. Why were the elephants used 
to keep back the multitude? When the tie

came in the ninth inning there was an awilr! 
wrangle that woke Ben* Wallace up, several 
hundred miles away.

Jlad pot 
the bets been declared off a big bunch of show 
men would have been broke. Peace came when 
everybody got their mind on Slivers Oakley and 
both nines agreed on another umpire. In the 
eleventh inning Bareback Rider Tom Bispivg 
hit the ball out and in came two scores, giving 
the game and the world’s championship to the 
John Robinson Circus team 7 to5. The features 
of the game were the loud noise, the 5,000 
people present all talking at once; John Patter- 
son and his elephants, George Steele, *‘Buggy”’ 
Stump, Oscar Lowande, Orrin Davenport, Lou 
Ulrich, who pitched for the Robinson champions; 
James McCammon, our catcher, who defied the 
universe; and James Cornalla, who leaped three 
feet into the air, turned a complete somersault, 
and pulled down a line drive fly. Ulrich, the 
pitcher, did some excellent stick work. He 
lost some of the glory by someone wiring the 
associated press that Doc Waddell, brother of 
Rube, pitched the game for the Robinson nine. 
Some say Doc Waddell did the wiring himself. 
Isn’t that mortifying? What gall! Such work 
is liable to break down the ‘‘House of Press 
Agents’’ and call for a wad of special'y written 
articles to show who was the first son of a gun 
to boom himself in the newspapers. The cham- 
pions on their return to Nashville at daylight 
were met at the depot by the Nashville Board 
of Trade, three bands and George Motz.

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WO principal events last week in 
local theatrical world were the opening 
of the Walnut Street Theatre and the 


the 


Chestunt Street Opera House. The 

Walunt Street Theatre, by the way, is 
the oldest theatre in America. It was built in 
1808, and accordingly, last Monday night mark- 
ed the opening of the 99th season. On Monday 
night of this week the Adelphi opened, and now 
every theatre in Philadelphia is open with the 
exception of the William Penn, which is not 
yet completed. All the houses are doing well 
in fact, several managers have told me that 
this season has started off better than any sea- 
son in Philadelphia for years. Notwithstanding 
that most of the time since the opening the 
weather has been very warm, the attendance 
has been large at all the theatres, and the sea- 
son promises to be the most prosperous in the 
history of the Quaker City. 

This heavy patronage of the theatres is a 
splendid refutation of the cry that we are on 
the eve of panicky times. Theatre going is a 
luxury, and this large attendance at least 
shows that we folks here in Billy Penn’s town 
have some money to spend besides that which 
goes for the actual necessities of life. 


FIRST PRODUCTION OF “THE GREAT 
WHITE WAY.” 

One of the notable events last week was the 
presentation at the Lyric of the pretentious 
musical review The Great White Way. This 
was its first production on any stage. It is 
an entirely new bidder for popular favor. It 
consists of three acts and six scenes. The 
music is by Ludwig Englander and the book by 
Sidney Rosenfeldt. In the first place it may be 
stated that there is not much plot to the piece. 
‘sue story concerns the wife of the principal 
male character who disappears. His efforts 
to find her and her efforts to elude him con- 
stitute the basis for the comedy of the piece. 
Mr. Rosenfeldt, the author, evidently felt that 
smart dialog, attractive stage pictures 
and novel specialties were of more value than 
a plot and, consequently, expended his ingen- 
uity upon the creation of them. It is, frankly, 
a plotiess music review and though perhaps 
written with the purpose of particularly pleas- 
ing Broadway, it will receive just as hearty a 
welcome elsewhere because of its singable 
music, its beautiful stage pictures, its scream- 
ing comedy, its delightful travesties, and a 
thousand and one other creditable features. 

The production is thoroughly enjoyable now, 
and with the usual eliminations, condensations, 
additions and substitutions, always necessary 
before a new piece is whipped into shape, it is 
safe to predict that it will be one of the big 
successes of the season. 

One thing about the piece, the interest in it 
on the part of the spectator never lags. There 
is something doing all the time. To the accom- 

animent of tuneful, jingling, merry music, 
udicrous buffoonery, and novel theatrical 
effects, the company wandered in and out of the 
wings, and most people who saw the show were 
so delighted because of the manner in which 
interest in the piece was sustained, and it is 
doubtful whether any one noticed the absence 
of a plot. The cast includes a number of stage 
favorites in imitations of other favorites. In 
the course of the production there are hits on 
many of last season’s dramatic successes in- 
eluding The Great Divide, Brewster’s Millions, 
Th and the Mouse, The Rose of the 


Rancho, The Road to Yesterday, the Sqauw- 
Man, etc. Many stage people were caricatured 
including Hackett, Faversham, Eddie Foy, 


Henry Miller and Margaret Anglin, Montgomery 
& Stone, David Belasco, Anna Held, Alla Nazi- 
mova and others. John D. Rockefeller and 
Jerome were also represented. 

The three principals, Jefferson DeAngelis, 
Blanche Ring and Alexander Carr of course, car- 
ried the burden of the entertainment. DeAn- 
gelis was as boisterous and as nimble as ever, 
Blanche Ring as charming and as good natured 
as always, Alexander Carr fully merited the 
applause over his wonderful imitation of David 
Warfield in The Auctioneer, and The Music 
Master. As Carr's face looks so much like 
Warfield’s he needs only a wig and costume to 
make up for the imitation, and he produces 
the homely smile of The Music Master with 
_ absolute perfection. Laura Guerite was also 
aided in her impersonation of Anna Held by her 
remarkable resemblance to her. 


J. Heron Miller as Henry Miller, Joseph 
Carey as Eddie Foy and Post & Russell as 
Montgomery & Stone, and Maude Raymond in 
_ successive impersonations all deserve men- 

on. 

Miss Ring and Alexander Carr in their song 
“Climbing the ladder of Love’’ and Miss Ray- 


mond in the song Somebody’s Been ‘round 
Here won rounds of applause. 
The costumes were beautiful, likewise the 
oners- The beauty chorus richly deserved its 
tle. 


OPENING OF THE HISTORIC WALNUT. 


The Walnut Street Theatre is not only the 
oldest playhouse in Philadelphia, but it is 
claimed that it is the oldest in the United 
States. It was built in 1808 and I looked 
around me with a bit of reverence as I sat in 
my seat last Monday night and thought that 
here in this self same place our ancestors were 
entertained in a period as far distant in the 
past as that between the close of the Revolu- 
tionary War and the War of 1812. 

Notwithstanding its age the house looked 
remarkably new within, having been thoroughly 
overhauled prior to the opening and presenting 
the appearance of an up-to-date theatre. The 
piece for the opening was The Virginian, which 
has always been popular with Walnut audi- 
ences. Few plays have received a more cordial 
reception than this thrilling drama of Western 
life from Owen Wister’s famous novel. 


OPENING OF THE CHESTNUT STREET 
OPERA HOUSE. 


Another notable event in the local theatrical 
field last week was the opening of the Chestnut 
Street Opera House. When I dropped in there 
one evening last week with Business Manager 
Mark Wilson, I was astonished at the meta- 
morphosis that had been worked since I had 
last been there before Klaw & Erlanger’s Ad- 
vanced Vaudeville was transferred to the new 
Forrest. Everything was newly painted and 
there were new chairs and a new drop curtain. 
The house looked like a palace with its ef- 
fective and generous scheme of electric lighting, 
and the handsome, prosperous-looking audience, 
embracing a large proportion of beautiful and 
well-gowned women, presented a scene of life 
and vivacity refreshing to look upon. 

The opening attraction was The Belle of May- 
fair, which was played all last season at Daly’s 
Theatre in New York. 


OPENING OF THE ADELPHI. 

The Adelphi Theatre was thrown open to the 
public last Monday night, the attraction being 
Joe Weber and his All-Star Company in his 
latest piece, Hip-Hip-Hoorah, or a college yell 
in two howls. The Adelphi adjoins the Lyric, 
and with it, occupies a block fronting on Broad 
street from Cherry to Race street. Externally 
the architectural scheme is like that of the 
Lyric, the two ses thus presenting a har- 
monious unit from street to street. A perma- 
nent awning of steel and glass extends from 
the two buildings over the curb, forming a 
sheltered carriage entrance from _ street to 
street, thus a beautiful and imposing effect 
is presented, especially at night, by the facade 
of the buildings illuminated by many electric 
lights. The interior arrangements of the two 
houses, however, are different. The Adelphi 
auditorium is smaller than the Lyric. Its 
seating capacity is limited to 1,250, 500 on the 
main floor, 465 in the balcony and 275 in the 
gallery. 

The house has been designed for the more 
polite forms of stage entertainment such as will 
appeal to a fashionable clientele; accordingly 
the seats are arranged so that close proximity 
to the stage is assured no matter where one 
may be seated. There are six over-hanging 
boxes on each side of the proscenium, with six 
seats in each. Despite the small size of the 
auditorium, the Adelphi stage is large enough 
for the biggest productions, being 31 feet deep, 
75 feet wide, the proscenium opening being 
28 feet high and 32 feet wide. The orchestra 
pit is sunk below the floor of the auditorium 
about six feet, and ten feet below the foot- 
lights, thus making it possible to conceal the 
orchestra from the audience whenever desired. 
A false floor to bring the orchestra up to the 
usual height is also provided. In constructing 
the house every attention has been paid to the 
comfort of the patrons. No columns obstruct 
the view, the cantilever plan of supporting the 
upper floors being employed. Retiring rooms 
for ladies are provided on all floors, also a 
woman’s check room on the ground floor with 
a maid in attendance. 


In the basement is a spacious smoking-room. 
Marble, steel and concrete are the materials 
used throughout, even the doors and window 
casings being made of steel thus rendering the 
building absolutely fire proof. 

KEITH’S THEATRE. 

The multiplication of vaudeville houses and 
the opening of new theatres for the other 
styles of entertainment have had no effect on 
the business at Keith’s Theatre. Packed houses 
were the rule all last week. Five acts were 
billed as headliners. 

Dallas Welford, in a farce entitled, Public 
Opinion, has been the attraction at the Broad 
Street Theatre for the last two weeks. 

The crowds at the Forrest Theatre last week 
were tremendous, and the audiences thoroughly

It is a complete and satisfying show well 
arranged under Mr. Robie’s careful supervision, 
the ensembles, the songs, the comedy, the 
specialties all fitting into one another properly 
and constituting one harmonious whole—a sat- 
isfying show in all that the term implies. 

In constructing such a show, Manager Robie 
is but repeating his successes of the past. 

One of the best features in the olio was 
easily the great Christy, the comedy juggler, 
who comes on the stage in an automobile and 
does the most surprising stunts in the most 
comical manner. Mr. Christy has worked for 
me a number of times in the past, and he was 
always so funny that I would enjoy seeing his 
act at every show during the week. 

Louise Willis (Mrs. Christy) was, elso, on the 
bill, and in her wonderful toe dancing astonished 
the audience. She has few equals in her grace- 
ful and difficult specialties. 

The extravaganza, entitled The Arrival of 
Prince Hadji, was highly amusing and served 
to introduce many bright musical numbers by 
the company. 

The evening's entertainment was concluded 
with a musical farce entitled, Murphy’s Mis- 
haps, which is really one of the most excructat- 
ingly funny skits that I have ever heard. 

Jack Reid, as Patrick Murphy, demonstrated 
comedy talent of the genuine sort, as did also 
Ward Cauldfield, as Chauncey Mulligan, and 
Ben Neff, as Adolphe La Pierre, Hotel Pro- 
prietor. 


Mr. Neff and Miss Flo Elliott also appeared 
in a very clever specialty in the olio. 

One of the cleverest bits of acting that I have 
ever seen, racy without being vulgar, was that 


by Jack Reid, as Patrick Murphy, and Miss 
Clyde Darrow, a8 Pearline, the French Coquette 
—one of the many bright incidents with which 
the concluding farce sparkled. With such a 
splendid show, Manager Robie’s tour can only 
be one of continued triumph. 

Among the foreign vaudeville stars that come 
to the Forrest Theatre this season are Vesta 
Victoria, Alice Lloyd and Lucy Merger from 
the Follies Marigny, Mile. Carmago Troupe of 
Pantomimists, Hetty King, the smartest woman 
in male attire on the English stage, and Harry 
Lander, Jack Lorimer, Whit Cunliffe, English 
comedians.

SHUBERTS TO TRY OUT SHOWS HERE. 


The action of the Shuberts in giving The Gay 
White Way its Initial performance at the Lyric 
in this city last week indicates that they intend 
to make Philadelphia a producing center for 
many of their most pretentious productions. 

The Gay White Way came into Philadelphia 
with three 60-foot and two 50-foot baggage cars, 
that number being necessary to carry the scen- 
ery, costumes and other property.

The com 
pany proper numbered 112 persons, but with 
musicians and others the total was swelled to 
over 130. Messrs. Lee and J. Shubert came 
over from New York to personally supervise 
the opening performance, and also to look after 
the opening of the new Adelphia Theatre last 
Monday night. With the Shuberts came Sydney 
Rosenfeldt, the librettist; J. Clarence Harvey, 
lyricist; Ludwig Englander, composer; R. H.

Other well known theatrical people also came 
over, and the rehearsals began as soon as the 
Lew Fields company left. 

Lee Shubert confirmed the report that he in- 
tended to make Philadelphia a producing center.
